12 down there it was friggin' brief, okay. 

13 Quickly wipe the poop out of there to get 

14 the smell out and quickly put his diaper 

15 back on. 

16DET. CRIPPEN: He was wearing diapers? 

17DUSTIN PAXTON: Absolutely. He had to wear diapers. He was 

18 pissing and shitting the bed four, five 

19 times a day. I had to do laundry three 

20 times. Yeah, he wore diapers. Yeah, I 

21 cleaned him up every single day. Yeah, 

22 every single day I put a ... I clean him up. 

23 I put new diapers on him, okay. He had bed 
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1 pads. He had bed ... everything was set up to 

2 help this guy get better so he could get 

3 home and see his daughter. That was our 

4 ultimate goal. That was it. That fuckin' 

5 big Freightliner was going with him with 

6 everything in it. And he was going back to 

7 Winnipeg to see his daughter. Only after he 

8 had to go to the hospital did I realize this 

9 was not gonna happen. Okay, we saw him 

10 deteriorating everyday. He would not get 

11 better. It didn't matter ... 
12DET. ROWE: Who's, who's we? 
13DUSTIN PAXTON: Me and him. 

14DET. ROWE: Okay. Well you s' ... you just told me, we 

15 saw him deteriorating everyday. 

16DUSTIN PAXTON: Yeah, me and him. 

17DET. ROWE: Okay, so you and him is we? 

18DUSTIN PAXTON: Yeah, we. 

19DET. ROWE: Okay. 

20DUSTIN PAXTON: Yeah, he was still coherent. Yeah, he was 

21 still with me. Yeah, absolutely we were 

22 both on the same page. 

23DET. CRIPPEN: Dustin, there's a particular incident where 
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his nose is concave in and it occurred from 
somebody kicking him in the face. That 
somebody I believe is you. 
No, no. 
Dustin ... 



No, 



I don't think 



... you choked him. 
I don't think ... 
You beat him. 

I don't think you understand something ... 
You ... 

... here, my friend. 
... starved him. 

There is no way that I could sit there and 
watch ... 
Dustin ... 

... him get hit like that. 

I'm going to show you a picture. This man 

was 240 pounds. 

Uh, I know, I know ... 

Just hear me out. 

... how much he was weigh. I know how much . 
Dustin ... 
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... he weighed. 

Dustin, please, just let ... hear me out. 
Here's a picture ... 

He was 240 pounds when he came to Calgary, 

eh. 

Yeah. 

He was not 240 pounds when he got out of 
that hospital. He was not 240 pounds. He 
was about 120 pounds. 
Look, look ... 

Okay. And then he got sick again. 

Look at this picture, Dustin. 

Sick, he had no lips. He had no nothing and 

he couldn't eat, okay. So I had to feed 

him. I fed him soup. I fed him Boost. I 

fed him everything that I possibly could 

that he could keep down. Alright? 

Okay. 

And that's where he lost the weight from, 
not from being starved. 
So you fed him? 
Okay. 

You fed him everyday? 
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I fed him every single day. 

A breakfast ... 

This guy ... 

... lunch and supper? 

I did not eat unless everybody around me had 
a plate and that's how it always was, always. 
Okay. Would everybody, 'body, get equal 
amounts of food? 

Absolutely. If anything I ate less. 
So you're saying because, because of the 
injuries to his face he couldn't eat, there ... 
Of course. 

Hear me out, hear me out. 

Yeah, yeah, sorry, mate. I'm sorry, mate. 

And so when you're feeding him this food, 

he's continually degenerating, is what, 

what, is what you're saying? Your words. 

That's what I'm saying. 

He's gone down from 240 down to 87. 

No, no. 

Is it that he's ... 

No, that's not what I just said. I just 
said he went from 120 down to 80, okay. He 
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was not 240. This guy ... I'll show you 

pictures on my phone, okay, before any kind 

of anything this guy was losing weight the 

first day he got there. 

But you called him a fat kid. 

He was a fat kid. 

Okay, well how much did he weigh when he 
first got to Calgary? 
He was about 200 pounds. 
200. 

240 pounds. 
240 pounds. 

Yeah, he was a fat kid. 

In approximately, we're talking summertime 
of ... 

In one month ... 
... 2007. 

... this guy lost his fat, in one month. 
Was he eating? 'Cause I ... 
Yeah, he was eating. Yeah, he was eating 
but he wasn't sitting around all day 
anymore. He wasn't sitting in a fuckin' 
forklift all day anymore. 
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But he was moving ... 
Now he was out. 
... furniture? 

He was go' ... no, we weren't moving furniture 

yet . 

Okay. 

He was working for Star Building Material. 
Okay. 

No, he had to get up and walk his ass to 
work and he had to sit there all day, doing 
... he wasn't allowed to do the cushy job he 
had in Winnipeg at Star. No, this guy had 
to haul trusses, man. Yeah, this guy lost 
weight ... 
So did ... 
... instantly. 

... did you control the food in the house? 

Like did you tell him ... 

Absolutely not. 

Okay, but I mean ... 

Control food? 

Not ... maybe ... 

(Chuckles) 
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1DET. CRIPPEN: Choice ... I'll change my choice of words. 

2DUSTIN PAXTON: Listen, my friend, the only control I had 

3 was that I didn't eat until everybody else 

4 ate. And that's all there was to it. 
5DET. CRIPPEN: And everybody would eat the same? 
6DUSTIN PAXTON: And it didn't matter ... absolutely. And if, 

7 and if they were out on the trucks, I didn't 

8 eat unless they were stopping to eat. And 

9 sometimes they would stop to eat and I still 
10 wouldn't get a chance to eat. 

11DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. 

12DUSTIN PAXTON: But I didn't eat unless everybody had a 

13 plate in front of them. 

14DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. There was a particular time when 

15 there were five of you at the house. 

16DUSTIN PAXTON: Mm-hmm. 

17DET. CRIPPEN: Mr. you and three other people. 

18DUSTIN PAXTON: Okay. 

19DET. CRIPPEN: Do you recall ordering four meals from Swiss 

20 Chalet and then tell ... do, do you remember 

21 that, you ordered four meals? 
22DUSTIN PAXTON: No, no, no, I ordered from Swiss Chalet 
23 almost every single night. 
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1DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. 

2DUSTIN PAXTON: Okay, so do I remember that? I don't know. 

3DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. 

4DUSTIN PAXTON: Everybody ate, my friend, everybody. 

5 Strangers, friends, family, anybody who came 

6 into that house ate before I ate. 

7DET. CRIPPEN: Did, did, did you think it was peculiar ... 

8 like at what point did you say, I have to 

9 take this man to hospital? Like was it not 
10 peculiar at 120 pounds? 

11DUSTIN PAXTON: Okay, first of all, what I gotta tell you 

12 is, is you looking another man in the eye 

13 and the other man in the eye is saying, hey, 

14 I'm fine. I don't need to go to the 

15 hospital. 
16DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. 

17DUSTIN PAXTON: It's hard not to believe a man. Okay, it's 

18 hard even when you see him deteriorating you 

19 see something in there, a fuckin' glimmer of 

20 hope, okay. And that's all that is. Me 

21 looking in his eyes, him saying he's okay 

22 and me taking for what he says, okay. Only 

23 at the point where he said it's no good, I 
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1 need to go to the hospital, instantly. 

2DET. CRIPPEN: So in Regina ... 

3DUSTIN PAXTON: I didn't hesitate. I didn't care how many 

4 people were looking for us. I didn't care 

5 how much trouble anybody was in. All I 

6 cared about was getting him to the hospital. 
7DET. CRIPPEN: Okay, so back in Calgary and during these 

8 incidents that he went to the Foothills 

9 Hospital ... 
10DUSTIN PAXTON: Mm-hmm. 

11DET. CRIPPEN: ... one, the hospital has him in ICU where he 

12 got admitted. 

13DUSTIN PAXTON: Okay. 

14DET. CRIPPEN: And apparently you were calling him all the 

15 time, checking in. 

16DUSTIN PAXTON: Absolutely. 

17DET. CRIPPEN: That shows compassion. 

18DUSTIN PAXTON: Well ... 

19DET. CRIPPEN: Did, did he tell you, I have to go to the 

20 hospital now? 

21DUSTIN PAXTON: Yeah. 

22DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. Regina, was it him who said, I have 

23 to go to the hospital now? 
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Absolutely. 

Okay. So when he ... when a man of his size, 
he's a fairly big guy, hit the 120 mark 
that's pre' ... 

He was 120 when he got out of the hospital, 
man . 

So he lost all of ... 
That was it . 
... this weight ... 

Yeah, and he never actually gained it back. 
If anything he went down. He went down. It 
didn't matter what I fed him. 
Okay. And okay, so tell me uh, like a day 
in your household, you guys would get up at 
what time? 

I was up at about uh, 4:30, five o'clock. 
Okay, and he's supposed to be up and getting 
those trucks ready, checking the oil, 
getting them started for the boys. 
Around six o'clock. 

About six o'clock, okay. And some mornings 
he'd screw up and not wake up, uh ... 
Most mornings he'd screw up ... 
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1DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. 

2DUSTIN PAXTON: ... and not wake up. 

3DET. CRIPPEN: And that part pissed you off, didn't it? 

4DUSTIN PAXTON: That's annoying, yeah, absolutely. 

5DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. How, how would you ... I won't say ... 

6 because he's obviously your business 

7 partner. How would you explore an issue 

8 with him? Like if I said to my partner 

9 here, geez, Bryan, you're late every 

10 morning. You're supposed to be up and at 

11 work by six o'clock in the morning. 
12DUSTIN PAXTON: Well it depends, eh? I mean at first it was 

13 uh, taking him off to the side and uh, 

14 explaining to him that I saw him as equal to 

15 me . 
16DET. CRIPPEN: Mm-hmm. 

17DUSTIN PAXTON: Okay, and that he should be performing equal 

18 to. He needs to be thinking about things 

19 for his business. He needs to be thinking 

20 about things for his employees. And this is 

21 how I approached him with it. 
22DET. CRIPPEN: So you (Indiscernible) ... 

23DUSTIN PAXTON: And after that it was barking. Bark, bark, 
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bark, let's go, let's get going, come on. 
So you're putting in a 110 percent. What do 
you think he's putting in? 
200 percent. I think he was putting in 200 
percent. I just don't think it did 
anything . 

So you're telling me he put in the equal 
amount of work ... 

No, I'm saying he put in the equal amount of 
effort. 

But the work wasn't being produced? 

Well I mean, you can put in all the effort 

you want doesn't mean you're gonna get the 

same production out of ... 

Okay. 

... a person. No, absolutely ... 

(Indiscernible) 

... not. 

(Indiscernible) 

There is definitely no, there was no, no uh, 
equivalence there whatsoever. 
Okay. 
You know. 
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1DET. CRIPPEN: Let's talk production levels 

2(0322 HOURS DETECTIVE ROWE EXITS) 
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So you're, you're producing ... I'll, I'll 
call it your, your level, 100 percent. How 
was he matching up to you? 
Equal in effort. 

Okay. Would he ever frustrate you? 
Absolutely. 

Like was there ever a time when said, you 
know what ... 



11 (DETECTIVE ROWE ENTERS) 

12DET. CRIPPEN: ... this just isn't working? 

13DUSTIN PAXTON: Absolutely. 

14DET. CRIPPEN: This guy is, is not cutting the mustard 

15 gotta ... 

16DUSTIN PAXTON: Yeah. 
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... uh, cut him out of this business and run 

it myself? 

No. 

Okay. 

Not once. If that business was ever gonna 
go we were gonna go together and that was 
it. It was gonna be split up half, half, 
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1 bang, bang. If anything he was gonna take 

2 the greater half. 

3DET. CRIPPEN: 'Cause uh, I really equate this situation 

4 back to something like what, what I live 

5 through. You know, my wife, she does all 

6 these stupid things like goes out and cranks 

7 up the credit cards. And when I ask her to 

8 wash the bugs off the car when she drives it 

9 on the highway, she doesn't do that. I ask 

10 her on her day off if she can help clean up 

11 the house, it's just things just accumulate 

12 and I get pissed off more and more. Would 

13 you say that that was your ... somewhat to 

14 your relationship with that just 

15 the little things were starting to mount up 

16 and pressure? 'Cause that, that to me would 

17 explain a lot. 

18DUSTIN PAXTON: No, I don't think that little things added 

19 up and it mounted pressure. I think I 

20 expected little things to add up and amount ... 
21DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. 

22DUSTIN PAXTON: ... to pressure. As a matter of fact, there 

23 is no such thing as a little thing in my 
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1 life. You know what I mean? Everything was 

2 so drastic because everything has such a bad 

3 repercussion. It wasn't like somebody else 

4 where they could mess up and they get a 

5 second shot. If I messed up it got messed 

6 up and that was that. You know what I mean? 
7DET. CRIPPEN: So when ... 

8DUSTIN PAXTON: It was unforgiving. 

9DET. CRIPPEN: But when ■■■■■■■ messed up would it piss 

10 you off? 

11DUSTIN PAXTON: Yeah, it pissed me off, absolutely. Yeah, I 

12 got mad several times. You know what I 

13 mean? 
14DET. CRIPPEN: Mm-hmm. 

15DUSTIN PAXTON: Absolutely, you know. Some of the things he 

16 did were pretty stupid. 

17DET. CRIPPEN: I'll agree. I've heard about some of the 

18 stuff that he's done. 

19DUSTIN PAXTON: Yeah. 

20DET. CRIPPEN: And you're right, pretty stupid. 

21DUSTIN PAXTON: Yeah. I mean he registered the business 

22 name under f ... frig, he didn't even spell 

23 the business name right. You know what I

anything . 

Why, why didn't you put your name on?

Absolutely not 
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IDET. ROWE: No? 

2DUSTIN PAXTON: No. I don't think anything was dumb about 

3 it . I mean I, I, I was living cautiously 

4 like I always did. 
5DET. ROWE: Okay. 

6DUSTIN PAXTON: Uh, uh ... 

7DET. CRIPPEN: Did, did ... 

8DUSTIN PAXTON: Uh, listen, I ... just to give an idea like 

9 it, it, it ... I wake up everyday and I try 

10 and do something positive every friggin' 

11 second of everyday. 
12DET. CRIPPEN: Mm-hmm. 

13DUSTIN PAXTON: Okay, I'll try to change this juvenile uh, 

14 uh, delinquent background of mine for a long 

15 time now. Not to take from people who 

16 worked hard for what they got because they 

17 were no better than me. And if they can 

18 work and get it then they can do it the hard 

19 way, I could do it too, no problem, twice as 

20 quick. Okay? But uh, uh, it didn't seem to 

21 matter how good I try and be I always had 

22 some issue underlying with the police. So 

23 even if I went in and I didn't think 
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1 anything was going wrong, I wouldn't walk

14DUSTIN PAXTON: Why stop? 

15DET. ROWE: ... always over your head. 

16DUSTIN PAXTON: I, I, I honestly thought I had issues. 

17DET. ROWE: Yeah. 

18DUSTIN PAXTON: Now ... 

19DET. ROWE: Yeah. 

20DUSTIN PAXTON: But uh, even if not there's uh, I wasn't 

21 gonna take the chance and have it taken away 

22 from me. 
23DET. ROWE: Yeah. 
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1 DUSTIN PAXTON: Because I really honestly did, I busted my 

2 ass, man. 

3DET. CRIPPEN: Yeah. 

4DUSTIN PAXTON: And I sacrificed (Indiscernible) to get ... 

5DET. ROWE: You know, no one's denying that. I ... 

6DET. CRIPPEN: No. 

7DET. ROWE: ... I've seen and I've heard uh, people like 

8 they said, yeah, you, you guys, I mean the 

9 money your company was ... it was like 

10 thousands of dollars a month that you were 

11 taking in. 

12DET. CRIPPEN: There's, there's no doubt in my mind, 

13 Dustin, that you aren't a resourceful, 

14 smart, intelligent man. There's no doubt in 

15 my mind. You, you could fix these phones. 

16 I'll tell you, I can't even operate my phone 

17 properly. But my ... this, not this phone my 

18 Smartphone that I have at home. It's got so 

19 many bells and whistles, It's the HTC model. 
20DUSTIN PAXTON: Oh, yeah. 

21DET. CRIPPEN: It's got so many bells and whistles on it, I 

22 don't know how to, how to use half of them. 

23DUSTIN PAXTON: Well it's not as user friendly as the 
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1 iPhone. 

2DET. CRIPPEN: But, you know, we, we actually we searched 

3 your, your room, your area tonight and 

4 there's no doubt you're resourceful. You 

5 are smart. I'm, I'm gonna give you that. 

6 You can take a company and build it into 

7 something. However, with that you get 

8 stressed. I, and I, and I'll tell you what 

9 I think happened here. You started out with 

10 nothing and you kept building and building 

11 and building and I think ■■■■■■■ wasn't 

12 cutting the mustard. I've talked to 

13 I can't see myself going into 

14 business with him. I can only imagine the 

15 frustration at four, five, six o'clock in 

16 the morning especially when there's snow 

17 outside, it's cold, you've got guys that 

18 you're paying to be there 15 to 20 dollars 

19 an hour, maybe 18 dollars an hour. 
20DUSTIN PAXTON: 20 bucks an hour everybody made. 

21DET. CRIPPEN: Well we talked to other guys, some guy made 

22 18 and other guys ... 

23DUSTIN PAXTON: They were all 20 bucks an hour. Anybody 
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1 said they had made 18 bucks an hour has lied 

2 to you. 

3DET. CRIPPEN: Okay, fair enough. I'm ... 

4DUSTIN PAXTON: Twenty bucks cash everybody. 

5DET. CRIPPEN: I'm trying to be ... I'm just giving you the 

6 facts. That's what I'm, I'm throwing back 

7 at you. The pressure was building. The 

8 pressure was building. This is no different 

9 than, you know, like a husband and wife, 

10 domestic situation where the money's an 

11 issue. The kids are an issue. Some 

12 domestic related issues come up and it 

13 starts off with a slap and then a kick and 

14 the shit just isn't going right. I think in 

15 your case ■■■■■■■ couldn't pull up his 

16 socks. He wasn't cutting the mustard. You, 

17 you have all these guys. The pressure's 

18 building, building, building, building. 

19 You're, you're getting this company going 

20 and you've got this business partner that's 

21 supposed to be your equal and be putting in 

22 the same amount of effort. Y' ... it sounds, 

23 I'll be honest with you, it sounds like 
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1 you're putting in way more effort into this 

2 company. He's on the side. He may be 

3 putting the effort in but the turnout just 

4 isn't there. You're the guy ... 
5DUSTIN PAXTON: (Indiscernible) 

6DET. CRIPPEN: ... making the sales. You're the guy's get ... 

7 you're ... 

8DUSTIN PAXTON: It doesn't matter. You don't understand 

9 though. 

10DET. CRIPPEN: But the pressure builds. 

11DUSTIN PAXTON: You don't understand though. We knew that 

12 going into it, man. 

13DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. 

14DUSTIN PAXTON: We knew, we knew that, that, that some areas 

15 I was gonna have to pick up more than others 

16 and he was gonna have to pick up in the 

17 other areas. You know what I mean? We knew 

18 this. 

19DET. CRIPPEN: What I'm saying here is the stress built and 

20 built and built and I ... 

21DUSTIN PAXTON: Of course it did. 

22DET. CRIPPEN: ... and I think eventually ... and we're all 

23 human. I'm human. He's human. You're 
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1 human. We all make mistakes. And I truly 

2 believe that in this particular case it may 

3 have started out as a qu', a quick slap. 

4 'Cause, you know what, I know about the slap 

5 on the front lawn. There's somebody that 

6 witnessed that. I've got another ... 
7DUSTIN PAXTON: You say you got a witness for everything 

8 though, my friend. But you don't have a 

9 witness to back up a damn thing that I'm 

10 saying, which is that there was no abuse 

11 going on. If anything there was a bunch of 

12 support going on. 
13DET. CRIPPEN: Okay. 

14DUSTIN PAXTON: Okay? 

15DET. CRIPPEN: Okay, fair enough. 

16DUSTIN PAXTON: And what I'm dealing with was a weird 

17 individual. This is weird and it's the only 

18 word I have to explain it. The 

19 circumstances around it and the, and the 

20 situations around each incident, I have no 

21 idea, you know what I mean ... 
22DET. CRIPPEN: Yeah, I understand. 

23DUSTIN PAXTON: ... that you're speaking of these incidents. 
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1DET. CRIPPEN: And, and he's weird. I'll give you that. 

2 I'm not going to deny that. But at some 

3 point we all have our breaking point. You 

4 know what, I just went into my boss's office 

5 the other morning and I snapped. I'd had 

6 enough. And we all have our breaking point. 

7 And, you know what, I think one of those 

8 episodes started with a, a slap. And you 

9 know what, it sounds like you were genuinely 

10 remorseful with us. You don't seem like a 

11 bad guy to me because, you know what, a bad 

12 guy would say, you know, go to 

13 the hospital yourself. Call an ambulance, 

14 take a cab, I don't really care. You drove 

15 him to the hospital. You know what, it 

16 seems like you really care for this guy. 
17DUSTIN PAXTON: Drove him? I did more than that. I made 

18 sure that he was surrounded by physicians 

19 before I left. 

20DET. CRIPPEN: Exactly, my point. But, you know, we all 

21 have our snapping point. Dustin, there's no 

22 doubt in my mind that this thing started to 

23 go south on you. You just lost a little bit 
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1 of control. We all have that loss of self- 

2 control at times. You know what, I've 

3 broken keyboards. I've broken mice on my 

4 computer because, you know what, I just get 

5 frustrated. Life just picks up. And you 

6 know what, this is what happened. Dustin, 

7 you, you hit him once, it just got carried 

8 away, you couldn't control it. It just kept 

9 going and going and going. 
10DUSTIN PAXTON: Listen. 

11DET. CRIPPEN: Dustin, the explanations ... 

12DUSTIN PAXTON: Listen. 

13DET. CRIPPEN: ... are clear and ... 

14DUSTIN PAXTON: Any kind of ... 

15DET. CRIPPEN: ... the pictures are clear. 

16DUSTIN PAXTON: Any kind of hitting that happened, okay, 

17 between me and ■■■■■■■ would have been 

18 mutual arguing and that's it. What you're 

19 suggesting ... 
20DET. CRIPPEN: Okay, okay. 

21DUSTIN PAXTON: ... happened, did not take place how you said 

22 it took place. It's just not the case. 

23DET. CRIPPEN: So, Dus' ... 
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1DUSTIN PAXTON: What you're talking about, what you're 

2 talking about there's just no way in hell, 

3 my friend. That's not how it went down. 

4 Okay, you guys are trying ... 
5DET. CRIPPEN: Then explain to ... 

6DUSTIN PAXTON: ... to piece together a story. I can't 

7 explain a situation that's fuckin' weird to 

8 me . 

9DET. CRIPPEN: Dustin, look at these pictures. Look at
